Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claim I to recite a "sterilized pharmaceutical preparation." Sterilizaition of the 
composition was not previously considered. It is not clear whether sterilization is an inherent or obvious feature of the prior art 
compositons. It is also unclear how the instant preparation is sterilized, i.e. applicant doscloses adding antibiotics to maintain sterility (see 
specification, pg. 8, 4th full paragraph). Further consideration and or search is required to address this new issue. 
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
